The Trenton Time# outline# # political 
condition the! may poaalblj be attempt¬ 
ed tbla (all. That paper demand# the 
expulsion from the regular Republican 
party organisation of politician# who re¬ 
cently formed another State political 
organisation for the benefit of the Oolby 
propaganda. 

It la evident that the Eepublioan party 
In tbla Bute la rapidly resolving lteelf 
Into Irreconcilable factions and tbe in¬ 
evitable reeult will be the creation of 
new political parties out of the preaent 
Republican party, and that wtll be as 
unalterably opposed to each other aa 
Republicans and Demoorata have been 
In tbe paat. Republican# never arraigned 
their Democratic opponent# more se¬ 
verely and made graver aeoueaUone 
agalnet them than was done by one fac¬ 
tion of Republicans against another at 
the Coiby meeting In Newark last seek. 

Tbe ontlook Is not at all favorable for 
Republican harmony now. The men who 
patiently stood tbe severe UeblDg of tbe 
Oolbyltes last rail are. not in a mood for 
a second doee of such drastic and humll- 
ltatlng treatment, and are likely to turn 
and declare the Oolbyltes enemies of tbe 
Republican party and refuse to recognize 
them In tbe polltloal work of the party 
tbla fall. That wtll mean that tbe long 
recognized Republican party organlza- 
tlon In Essex county may aaaert Itself 
and exercise lta prerogatives and plaoe 
a regular Republican ticket in tbe field 
In every municipality In the oounty. 

That would bring about a peculiar sit¬ 
uation In tbla town, but tbe orders may 
go out at any time now to act indepen¬ 
dently of the Oolbyltes and make up a 
straight and unquestionable Republican 
ticket. It will no doubt be bard for old 
friends to part politically here In Bloom¬ 
field, but all Indications point to a sep¬ 
aration of tbe ways. 

It la evident that Wo. P. Martin, the 
head of tbe Oolby party In Essex coun- 
not In politics for peeoe cake. He 
iaa assumed a most aggressive attitude 
towards the lawful Republican organisa¬ 
tion of the oounty and is oat to over¬ 
throw it. Major Lenta may t}e iggrea- 
getve at times and be may also act In a 
’■~ c dictatorial manner and sometimes be 
guilty of assumption. Such thing# are 
Abe common falling# of a leader, bat at 
the name time are neeeaecry to success¬ 
ful leadership; but on the other band no 
one will accuse Wo. P. Martin of lamb 
ilke mildness and of soothing and tem¬ 
perate speech and of an humble aepln-

Mew Idea Party Activity. 

Probably without parallel to tha his¬ 
tory of aoy summer political campaign 
I# any State is the week just p a sse d In 
tha ranks of tbe Republican 
perhaps better known aa the Oolby 
meet or “New Idea.” Tba latter name 
cannot truthfully be said to be oorneet, 
for with the work accomplished la the 
past month, together wtih the victories 
won In Essex and Hudson conntlna a 
year ago, the principles set forth by 
Senator Everett Oolby, Mayor Mark M, 
Fagan and George L. Record are no 
longer new, but Instead are fast bsooia 
tog the set Idea# and hope# of every 
rlgbt-mlni'ed mao la the State, flour 
teen meetings were held In this 
able week, and a conservative 
places tbe number of persons directly 
appealed to by the three oh am plows of 
tho people at over 6,000. When It la 
token into aceount that each of 
persons will apeak to at least five of 
their frieada of what they have heard 
at the meetings, It la not dffficnlt to 
estimate tbe extraordinary amount of 
good work done by tbe exponente of 
equal taxation, limited franohtoe* and 
tbe doseo or more good causes for the 
benefit of tbe people. 

Perhaps tbe feature of tbe week ’was 
tbe convention of tbe various ootmty 
leaders from all over the State, whlob 
was held In tbe Scbeuer building in New 
ark on^tbe afternoon of July 12. Nearly 
one hundred men, prominent In business 
and political olrclea In New Jersey, an 
swered tbe call of tbe Essex county 
men to come to Newark and dleeuai tbe 
situation, and tbe formation of a State 
organization already shows to wbat 
extent tba movement baa spread. Tbla 
organization found a strong mah In 
William P. Martin, who was man I 
mouaiy eleoted chairman, and with him 
as leader tbe organisation can but gather 
strength from day to day. 

Erie’s New Equipment. 

Tbe Erie Railroad bae just placed or¬ 
ders for 1,600 new freight cars. Vkom 
tbe Standard Steel Oar Company, to be 
built at tbe Butler, Pa., ebopa, have 
been ordered 500 drop-end steel under¬ 
frame gondola cars of 100,000 pounds 
capacity, weighing 42,600 pounds eajeh, 
and 45 feet In length. These are for 
delivery In January, 1907. For delivery 
In December next tbe Erie baa also or¬ 
dered 500 flat care, to be built by the 
same company. These will be 40 feet 
In length, with steel underframes and a 
capacity of 100,000 pounds. 

At tbe American Oar aod Foundry 
Company’s works at Chicago there are 
building 500 produce oars for delivery 
In November and December Dext. These 
are also steel uodsrframe cars, 36 feet 
Id length and of 80,000 pounds capacity. 
At the same company’s Detroit Works 
are building for tfce Erie 100 Hart con¬ 
vertible cars for delivery cext Jaaoary. 
These are to be of 100,000 pounil ca¬ 
pacity, aod will weigh 43,000 pounds 
eaoh. They will be 41 feet 6 Inobes In 
length, with wood! bodies aod steel un- 
derframes. 

Five oew electric cars for tbe Roches¬ 
ter division have beeD ordered from tbe 
Bt. Louis Car Compaoy for tbe lloe to 
Mt. Morris, N. Y , now belDg electrically 
equipped. Four of these are pasaaoger 
oars and tbe fifth a combination passen¬ 
ger and baggage car. Each will be 
equipped with four 75-horee power 
W estlnghouee motors. 


| State Odd ale All Like Diy4e 
A significant gathering took place at 
8ea Girt laat Saturday. While It 
not a political affair, many wall known 
ahd prominent politicians were preaent. 
Tbe occasion was the visit of General 
FTed Grant to tha State camp at Sea 
udrt Governor Stoke# issued a number 
of invitations to State officials to meet 
General Grant and thCra was a large at¬ 
tendance of politicians in tbe handsome 
house which baa beea transferred to Sea 
Girt from tha St. L^ula Eiposition. 
Thera was no politics In tba meeting, 
bat when men Ilka Senators Dry dan and 
Kean, former Governor Voorbeee, Secre¬ 
tary of State Dickinson, Colonel Anthony 
Kuoer, Postmaster Hays, Bute Trees- 
urer origge, Vo. Barbour, Major Lenta 
and many of tba newspaper men of tba 
State gathered aroued the table, politic# 
cannot be tabooed. It was apparent 
from tbe fAlk that tbe Seoatorsblp was 
the leading Issue sad that tbe vote of 
Beeex would be likely to settle tbe ques¬ 
tion. There la personally a strong liking 
for Senator Dryden among politicians, 
and tbe feet that the polltlclal condi¬ 
tions are against him la regretted by a 
good majority of tbe aotive Republicans 
on personal grounds.

Hiker and, perhaps, Wm. Barbour, on 
tbe other. 

Governor Stokes continues to abstain 
from an aotive part In tbe campaigning 
work. He Is trying to be fair to both 
sides and to keep In mind that tble Is a 
period of ohange. He says little, and tbe 
”Oly suggestion be offers is that tbe In¬ 
terests of tbe Republican party, inde¬ 
pendent of Individuals, ebotild not be 
forgotten. 

Colonel Dloklneon, tbe Hudson boss, 
does not care much wbat happens tbla 
fall, bo long ae Record le defeated, and 
evidently mesne to oentre bis energies 
to tbatwcfd.
